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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-31 , drawn to a method, classified in class 438, subclass 14+. 

Species la embodiment of figure 9 
Species lb, embodiment of figure 10 
Species Ic, embodiment of figure 1 1 
Species lb, embodiment of figure 12 

II. Claims 32-35, drawn to a FET, classified in class 257, subclass 133+. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product invention II can be made by other 
and materially different process. For example, each of the source electrode and the 
drain electrode comprising first and second metals which are formed contacting each 
other while being offset relative to each other (see claim 32) can be formed by 
depositing the first metal then patterning the first metal and depositing the second metal 
then patterning the second metal, instead of positioning a patterned shallow mask 
separated from the surface of the test structure by a distance of at least 0.5 millimeters, 
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depositing the first metal electrode from a first metal source through the patterned 
shallow mask onto the test structure and depositing a second metal electrode from a 
second metal source through the patterned shadow mask onto the test structure (see 
claim 28). In addition, the process invention I can be used to make other and materially 
different product, for example a test device without each of the source electrode and the 
drain electrode comprising first and second metals which are formed contacting each 
other while being offset relative to teach other wherein the first metal comprising an 
ohmic metal which has a low barrier height for electrons and the second metal 
comprising an ohmic metal which has a low barrier height for holes (see claim 1 and 32 
for details). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
2. The process invention I of this application also contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 
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a. Species la, drawn to a method for producing a test device for SOI material 
of embodiment of figure 9 

b. Species lb, drawn to a method for producing a test device of embodiment 
of figure 10. 

c. Species Ic, drawn to method of fabricating double gate test structures for 
electrical stress evaluation of a strain Si layer on a SiGe layer on a buried oxide 
on a Si substrate of the embodiment of figure 1 1 . 

d. Species Id, drawn to a process for creating offset multiple layers of source 
and drain metal electrodes in an FET device test structure of embodiment of 
figure 12.
